Withdrawn Rejection 

The 103(a) rejection of claims 39-66 and 71-75 as being unpatentable over 
Bartley (U. S. Patent No. 5,179,056) stated in the previous Office Action, has been 
withdrawn in view of Applicants' persuasive arguments traversing this rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 39-66 and 71-75 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed process for 
preparing a catalyst, wherein microspheroidal particles are impregnated via incipient 
wetness with an aqueous solution of palladium and gold compounds, said impregnation 
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performed during agitation, followed by drying the impregnated particles (said drying 
also performed during agitation), and reduction of the dried particles by adding them, 
with stirring, to an aqueous solution of hydrazine to form a slurry. 
'The process steps performed with agitation or stirring are not taught or suggested by 
Bartley; nor does this reference teach or suggest the claimed step of drying the 
impregnated particles prior to reduction. | 

For these reasons, in addition to Applicants' arguments traversing the rejection of 
record, claims 39-66 and 71-75 are allowable over the Bartley reference.
